There have 
been no adverse influences, no pulling 
or hauling. Every energy has been 
exerted to make this one concern a 
success, and the five men who had it 
under control, might have been one, 80 
far as singularity of purpose went. 
Thedivision of authority, or, ifitcomes 
to thata’ change fof management, is 
vf great importance to this state. The 
old company.has kept up wages and 
treated the employees with a consider- 
ation unknown in the eastern states. 
There the local officers are way above 
their business, while the general offi- 
cers and directors are entirely unap- 
proachable. The spirit which ani- 
mates the employees is different 
also.

We cannot but look with apprehevsion 
upon the placing of this vast property 
in which we, as a eommunity, have so 
much at stake, in the clutches 
of Wall street. When a railroad is 
run in the interest of stock boards, it 
loses some of its greatest advantages, 
and is turned from its proper and bat- 
ura: channel, which is to work for the 
good of its stockholders, and the 
country tributary to it. So far as the 
change bringing any advantage to 
the state of Nevada, there is no good 
reason to hope that men who control 
the Union Pacific, would favor us any 
more than the present managers, and 
the chances are the other way. It is 
not unlikely that the people will re- 
gret the change, and find out who 
their real friends are, when ‘it is too 
late.

MINING DEBRIS. 


One of the most important eco- 
nomic topics in California is the min- 
ing debris question. The work of the 
hydraulic miner has filled up the 
river beds with detritus, causing an 
annual overflow in many localities, 
which results in a deposit of slickens 
on farming land, to the frequent great 
injury of the growing crops. Much 
land has been made useless for present 
cultivation by reason of this deposit. 

State Engineer Hall has just made a 
report upon the debris question. In 
reference to the filling in of the rivers 
he says that the low water plane of 
some of them has heen raised as fol- 
lows: “Sacramento river—Head of 
Grand Island, 14g to 214 feet; Sacra- 
mento, 5 to 544 feet; mouth of Feath- 
er, 3 to 4 feet; Knight's Landing, 1 to 
14 feet. Feather river—Nicolaus, 3 
to 4 feet; mouth of Yuba, 13 to 15 
feet ; Oroville, 4 to 6 feet. It is known, 
in front of the City of 
Sacramento, apd for nearly two miles 
of the length oMthe channel, the aver- 
age filling has been to a depth of 15.2 
feet and the maximum about 25 feet, 
Since 1854, when a survey was made 
under the direction of the Town Coun- 
cil by the city surveyor.” 

The report points out that the rivers 
are annually becoming less capable of 
adequate drainage; that the lower por- 
tion of the Sacramento river may soon 
be so much obstructed as to affect 
navigation; that the great evil is the 
flow of sand from mining canyons, and 
that the first effort should be to keep 
these sands from escaping into the 
rivers, when they would naturally 
clear themselves of sediment and wear 
away deep channels for themseives in 
time.

EXPERIENCE IN FASTERN NEVADA. 


Several years ago, when the Eureka 
and Palisade railroad was completed, 
it was thought proper upon the part of 
its managers to endeavor to secure all 
the carrying trade for southeastern 
Nevada, with the double purpose of 
benefitting its owners by increasing 
its trade, and fostering the industries 
of that section by inaugurating com- 
petition with the Utah roads, which 
were ehiefly supplying it. To ac- 
complish this, the Eureka and Pali- 
sade railroad company had to establish 
lines of teams, and extend the team 
routes. This could not be done in 
competition with tne Mormon teams, 
ted on the cheap grain of that territory 
unless cheap grain could be “secured 
for the animals necessary to be em- 
ployed in furtherance of the scheme 
of the Nevada company. The Central 
Pacific railroad company was appealed 
to for lower rates on grain from Cali- 
iornia, and for obvious reasons grant- 
edthem. This action was immedi- 
ately followed by a strongly written 
protest from the merchants and pro- 
ducers of Elko county, who alleged 
that it distroyed the only market for 
their products, would ruin the farmers 
and as @ consequence, paralyze every 
trade and industry of that section. 
The concession to the Eureka & Pali- 


sade railroad company was immédi- 
ately modified, and an effort made to 


southern and southeastern Nevada, and 
Elko county, but the result has been 
that the people of the former section 
use to avery large extent, Utah grain, 
und eat Mormon flour, though they 
prefer the California article, and are 
willing to pay more forit. This, no 
doubt, still lives in the memory of the 
citizens of Elko. Yet; within a few 
weeks, this company has been asked 
for a reduction of more than one-half 
in the rate on wheat from Ogden, that 
the mill at Elko may be kept running 
andenabled to supply its citizens 
with flour (the crop in Elko 
county having been a _ partial 
failure and the supply of local grain 
exhausted) notwithstanding the fact 
that Ogden flour can be purchased 
and laid down at Elko, paving the 
tariff rates at say 13 cents pwr 100 
pounds, less than the prices crrrent at
